He was a printer, and for thirty- 
six years was in the employ of tbe late 
Louis Perrault, and later of Louis Per- 
rault & Sons. Guibord was a man of 
more than ordinary ability. When the 
catechisms and hymns for the use of 
the Indians in the northwest were pub- 
lished, l’Abbe Garin, among others in 
charge of the mission, consulted Guibord 
as to the best mode of putting the Indian 
language into type, and of forming the 
matrices.

In recognition of these services 
Abbe Garin and his coadjutors were 
accustomed to bring Guibord some of the 
finest mink and other skins that could 
be obtained in the northwest. When 
Visiting Montreal, Guibord was one of 
the first that Abbe Garin, bishop of 
Anemour, called upon, and the effusions 
of sentiment that passed between them 
gave no promise that the pious and sim- 
ple-hearted printer would in future be- 
come the object of the anathema of his 
church. Guibord was foreman of Mr. 
Perrault’s printing establishment, and 
was greatly beloved by his employers 
and fellow workmen for his kindness and 
many good qualities. ©. G. Perrault, 
vice-consul of France, from whom we 
obtain several of these particulars, says 
Guibord’s punctuality was proverbial 
among those who knew him. Mr. Per- 
rault considered him one of the first 
printers in the dominion. He had great 
mechanical ingenuity, and was, in fact, 
a scientific printer. He was the first 
who introduced stereotyping into 
this country, and the first book stere- 
otyped in Canada was done under his 
supervision. At the time of his death he 
was the oldest printer in Canada except 
Mr. Lovell. Guibord was 62 years old 
when he died. 

Guibord was not one of the fourders 
of the Institut Canadien, but became a 
member thereof two or three years after 
its establishment. When the Institut 
fell under the displeasure of the bishop 
for refusing to throw out of its library 
certain books that were placed in the In- 
dex at Rome, Guibord was one of abcut 
two hundred members who persisted in 
maiotaining their connection therewith, 
and who appealed to Rome against the 
bishop. Guibord died suddenly on the 
18th of November, 1869, but three or 
four weeks previous, when sericusly ill, 
he sent for a priest, who came and heard 
his confession. ‘The priest acting under 
direct instructions from the bishop, re-

Capt. White 
went to her assistance, and brought off 
one passenger. The crew, three in num- 
ber, refused to leave the wreck. Capt. 
Wright says the seais very heavy, and 
that all will probably be lost. 


WASHINGTON, September 10.— The 
light house board gives notice that on 
and after December Ist, light will be 
shown from the light house recently built 
on Connecticut beach, N. C. 


Labor Matters in the Northern Malls. 


Fatt River, Mass., Sept. 10.—The 
King Phillip Mills are running to-day. 
They experienced no trouble in securing 
non-union help in Massachusetts. Many 
of the operatives are evidently anxious 
to return to work at reduced rates, but 
are controlled by union men. There is 
considerable suffering among the strikers, 
and affairs are rapidly approaching a 
climax. Manufacturers are inflexible, 
but would open the mills if operatives 
would consent on no proviso. 

The union operatives would maxe 
their point if they would return to work, 
leaving the question of wages in the 
hands of a committee, and then induce 
forty thousand operatives of Rhode Is- 
land to take one month’s vacation, follow- 
ing close after the shutting down of the 
mills in this city. Such a movement 
could hardly fail to increase the price of 
cloth. With cloth advanced to rates that 
would pay good profits, there can be 
little doubt that if help then ask the 
restoration of ten per cent. they would 
not be allowed to come out on a strike. 

Washington Items. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Changes in 
the internal revenue sunervisors have 
been made as follows: Supervisor Haw- 
ley has been transferred from New York 
to San Francisco, relieving Supervisor 
Folk, who is ordered to Richmond, and 
Supervisor Sewall now on duty at Rich- 
mond to perform duty at New York.

I do 
not propose, Mr. Editor, to take issue 
with the ‘practical tanncr, who corres- 
ponds with the Savannah News.” There 
may bea gréag deal of truth in what he 
says—I only wish in this connection, as 
the Georgia state fair is now all the go, to 
call attention to the fect, that while ‘‘one 
hundred dollar” and ‘‘fifty dollar” prem- 
iums are offered for ‘‘Stud Horses” and 
*“Jackasses,”!! no inducement is offered 
to a ‘‘practical tanner” to put himself on 
his mettle to show what he might do, by 
his exhibition before the world at the 
great ‘‘Georgi: State Fair.” To justify the 
truth of his statements, by turning to 
‘Department X” in the premium list for 
1875, under the head of “leather work,” 
you will find that ‘‘practical tanner” is 
expected to go to the fair, grounds, 
whether far or near, at heavy expense, 
and perhaps total neglect of his business, 
to carry at least $200 worth of stock, to 
endure any degree of personal annoyance 
and expense always incidentto immense 
crowds; and all for what? Why, a ‘‘di- 
ploma,” to be sure. Glory enough for 
one man! isn’t it? A painted piece of 
paper! which, unless the receiver of it be 
a bag of gas, or aconcentrated mass of 
conceit, will perhaps never be seen, or 
heard of. If ‘‘practical tanner” has the 
good luck to bave at command the small 
amount recently squandered by the Cali- 
fornia banker, he might possibly stand 
his chance for a ‘‘premium”—not other- 
wise. 

The managers of the state fair, surely 
over-look the fact that while any 
‘‘clod-hopper,” be, he one of the 
“wards” of “the beet government,

To-day we present our third annual re- 
view of the business of Atlanta—from Sep- 
tember Ist, 1874, to September Ist, 1875. It 
should have appeared on or about the Ist, as 
inthe leadiog cities of the south, but it has 
been unavoidably delayed. It will be 
seen from the exhibit, which we have 
tried to condensein the smallest practicable 
space for convenience of the reader, that 
our Gate City has moved steadily onward 
inher prosperous career. The population 
has increased, and the number of build'ngs 
erected is greater than during apy_ year 
since the re-bu lding after the close of the 
war. One eviden:e of this fact eppears 
from the increase of our lime trade, which 
is over 800 per cent., and als> in the large 
fac ease in the lumber and brick trade. At 
least one half million of dollars are repre- 
sented in buildings being erected at the pres- 
ent time. Splendid steuctures, both of busi- 
nees houses and private residences have 
been reared. The block of stores 
now finishing on the old par adround, 
opposite the Kimball houte, will compare, 
in magnific:nce, with wi ything in the 


south. 
THE COTTON BUSINESS 


has increased by nearly ten thousand bales, 
despite the causes operating against the 
trade. The future of Atlanta as a cotton 
market, is fully established, and its annual 
receipts will epeedily reach one hundred 
thousand bales. An evidence cf p:ogress 
in this direction is found in the preeent 
ercction of two cotton compresses. 
THE GENERAL BUSINESS 

has decreased about $900,000, but this de- 
ficit has been supplied by new industries. 
This decrease really shows an enlargement 
ofthe trade, for it falls short of the reduc- 
tion almost universal in the country caused 
by the general economy practiced by the 
people.
